Andreas Favors Plan for 
State Control of Highways 





Godfrey A. Andreas, assembly- 
man from this district, today 
strongly supported Gov. Frank 
Merriam’s plan of the state 
maintaining all county highways. 
He explained also that he in 
general supported the governors 
tax program as cutlined by Mr. 
Merriam in his recent budget 
message. 

Features of the pruposed road 
program include the following: 

Declaring all the present coun- 
ty roads to be state highways, 
to be administered as such by 


| the state. 


Repealing all laws permitting 
the levy of property taxes by the 
supervisors for highway purposes. 

Doubling the amount of gaso- 
line tax moneys now allocated 
by law to the cities. 

Bills, with the above features 
provided for were introduced 
during the first se3sion of the 
state legislature. 

Mr. Andreas predicted consid- 
erable interest in the highway 


program. 
forecast by fhe assemblyman 
from here, who was elected at 


the November balloting. 

Among other things the pro- 
posed highway program would 
prohibit the levying or collection 
of county taxes for road purpos- 
eg, according to Mr. Andres’ copy 
of the bills’ digest. 

“The relief granted to taxpay- 
ers by this provision will be im- 
mediate as the - enactment of 
this bill will prevent the levy of 
road property taxes for the fiscal 
year 1935-36,” says the digest, 
prepared by Earl Lee Kelly, di- 
rector of public works. 

Under the proposed plan coun- 
ties would have no power to levy 
taxes for highway purposes or 
to use money from their general 
funds for highway purposes. The 
feature of doubling the money 
from the state gasoline tax is ex- 
pected to win favor among some. 
Approximately $3,000,000 a year 
in addition to the present sum 


will be available for use of cities. 


This money would be spent by 
Upland and other municipalities 
on streets other than state high- 
ways. Most of the state high- 
ways within the cities were tak- 
en over the state in 1933 and 
are now being brought up to the 
adequate standard.
